Last of the Chicago racing organizations to pre- 
sent its stake proposals the Worth Jockey Club an- 
nounces a list of eventa for its spring meeting of 
1903 which cannot well fail to enlist the approval 
and patronage of western owners. Eight stakes 
are! offered, two of which have $3,000 added, the 
others ranging from $1,500 down to $1,000 added 
money. Entries are to close March 3 and the list is 
as"follows:

•tHE K E TLU:e\ D ERBY 

Despite the fact that the Kentucky Derby ii three 
months away, local horsemen are taking consider- 
able interest in the event, and the chances are that 
a winter booa t>n thv race will be opened this week 
by a local bookmaker. 

At present there are 102 youngsters which are

eilgible to the Derby, and the: final declarations 
will not be made until March 2. Secretary Price 
and others think that a fine lot of three-year-olds 
will be left in the event and that a great field will 
face the starter’s flag. 

G. C. Bennett, of Memphis, not discouraged by 
his bad showing last season, will point his Cayuga 
colt. Canyon, for the Derby. Ed Brown will depend 
on Malory, his Magnetizer colt, for a starter. Of 
course, Malory may not prove to be a Ben Brush, 
yet he is well thought of. 

Frank Brnhns, who always shows up in the spring 
with something sensational, is training Harding at 
Nashville, expecting to start him at Louisville. 

E. Corrigan has some youngsters by his former 
Derby winner, Riley, and he will sand something to 
the post. W. W. Darden, also at Nashville, thinks 
he has in Sioux Chief a Derby horse. 

P. Dunne entered Savable, the Futurity winner, 
and ha would have been a factor were it not for the 
fact that Dunne sold Savable to John A. Drake last 
season, and Drake may not come to Louisville, 
However, it is hoped he will, as he would have a 
great chance to place this trophy to his credit, 
since he has in his stable Savable and Von Reuse, 
two as likely thT»E-yAfir-o’ds as can be found in the 
west, and both eligible. While Dunne has parted 
with Savable, he has that good colt Early, son of 
Troubadour, and his chances are sweet. In fact 
Early is looked upon as a fit subject to aspire to 
the highest houor, so well is he thought of by the 
public. 

C. R. Ellison has in Skilful a colt that will not be 
overlooked, but is also eligible. While the news- 
papers say Ellison will save the son of Mirthful for 
the Americau Derby, he will not pass by a stake 
that carries with it such money value and senti- 
ment as does the Kentucky Derby. Ellison is too 
good a sportsman for that. 

J. W. Schorr disposed of Onatas, his bast material 
for Derby honors, and will depend upon Janeway 
to carry his colors. 

There are many other formidable youngsters that 
will be let in, such as Irby Bennett, Watkins Over- 
ton, Sheriff Boll, Ben Volio, Henry McDaniel, Gold 
Boll, Marlin, Bad Nows, etc., and the Derby of 1903, 
like some of its predecessors, will make turf history.

GOSS IP OF THE T P RE. 

J. J. Moore, who raced Olinthns and others sev- 
eral years ago. is the latest addition to the ranks of 
California breeders. Mr. Moore’s place is called 
Fair Oaks, and is situated near Burlingame. At 
the recent Fair sale Mr, Moore purchased four 
broodmares and two yearlings. One of the mares 
was Ursula, by Duke of Montrose, dam of Sol and 
Masoero. It is quite probable this mars and one or 
two others will be mated with Tarcola, the great 
Australian horse that won the Melbourne Cup of 
1893, the Queeu’s Birthday Handicap, the Williams- 
town Cup, Anniversary Stakes, etc., and about 
$100,000 in money. Tarcola has a rare record at the 
stud. Only eight of his progeny wsre trained in 
Australia, and all won, while six of the eight were 
stake-winners. Mr. Moore will add to his list of 
mares from time to time, and doubtless Fair Oaks 
will be heard front: within the next few years as the 
birthplace of many high-class racehorses. 

It is probable that at the next meeting of the 
Jockey Club seven stewards will be elected instead 
of six. J. G. Follansbee and William Astor Chan- 
ler will introduce the change, which will be an 
amendment to Rule 1, Article III., to road as fol- 
lows: “ There shall be seven stewards of the club, 
the two senior of whom shall retire at the general 
annual meeting of each year and shall not be eligi- 
ble for re-election until the following year, the first 
two retiring stewards to be decided by lot. The re- 
j tiring stewards shall then nominate two other 

1 members to succeed th^m, subject to the approval 
of the members present, and such newly appointed 
stewards shall continue in office for two years.”
